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Mexico City, Oct. 24.—General Vic- 
toriano Huerta, provisional president 
of Mexico, made a statem ent which 
was afterwards read in the presence 
of all th** members of the diplomatic 
corps and the cabinet ministers. 
General Huerta gave his most sol­ 
emn assurance that the sole use he 
has made of his power was to estab­ 
lish peace in the republic and to com­ 
ply with the law in holding fair elec­ 
tions. 
General Huerta said that his gov­ 
ernm ent was determined at all costs 
that the domestic affairs of Mexico 
shall be settle*! by the Mexicans them­ 
selves. 
He referred to the president of the 
United States in term s of greatest re­ 
spect. 
“I 
believe 
that 
the 
officials 
at 
W ashington have no right to commit 
ninety millions of Americans 
to a 
course which will be as unjust as It 
will be disastrous to their country,” 
said General Huerta. 
It must be clearly understood, he 
said, that from the standpoint of rep­ 
resentative 
government, 
where the 
masses have a right to and do express 
their opinions at the polls, Mexico has 
never had a government by the people. 
the sense in which there is a de­ 
mocracy in Great Britain, Germany. 
France and the United States there 
is not, and never has been, a democ­ 
racy in Mexico. 


Favors Government by Few. 
"The best government Mexico has 
ever had,” continued General Huerta, 
"has been a government by the few 
and it will be a long time before 
Mexico is able to have any other kind 
of government. 
“ What the people of the whole world 
want for Mexico is not that it shall 
have a government fashioned upon 
the lines of the governments of Eng­ 
land, the United States, Germany and 
France, but a government adapted to 
the needs of the people of Mexico. 
“As it is impossible to impose the 
will of any foreign country upon the 
Mexican people except by force the 
logical course of all the governments 
of the world, especially the govern­ 
ment of the United States, is th at 
'they shall give to the government for 
the time being in Mexico their recog­ 
nition and moral support in the ef­ 
forts which that government is put­ 
ting forward for the protection of 
lives and interest of foreigners, In­ 
cluding Americans, 
throughout 
the 
country. 
General Huerta expressed the hope 
that the government at Washington 
would recognize him and lend him 
such support that he would be able 
to pacify the country and continue to 
meet all its foreign and domestic ob­ 
ligations and be able to protect the 
lives and interests of Americans and 
other foreigners in Mexico. 


W ill Not Tolerate Interference. 
At the same time he declared that 
he would not tolerate interference in 
the internal policy of Mexico and that 
the will of no foreign government 
could be imposed on the republic ex­ 
cept by force. 
Should the United States fail to rec­ 
ognize the 
established 
government 
General Huerta declared it would in­ 
cur the risk of precipitating in this 
country a crisis which might bring 
W ashington face to face with the 
governments at London, Paris and 
Berlin and which might lead either 
to the setting aside of the Monroe 
doctrine or to the appalling injustice 
.of intervention. 
" \ Tkshlngton,” said 
Huerta, 
"can 
give no sufficient answer to the peo­ 
ple of the United States, nor the peo­ 
ple of Europe, lf through its conduct 
a consequence so repugnant to the 
universal sense of justice Is brought 
abo ut 
Will Coat 250,000 Lives. 
"If such a crisis Is forced on Mex­ 
ico, no blockading of the ports of 
Mexico will he of any value for the 
collection of the Interest and prin­ 


cipal or anyoouys debts and as tile 
United States is by its proximity the 
only country which can enforce the 
will of a foreign power on Mexico by 
troops the result would in the long 
run mean that the people 
of 
the 
United States would be involved in a 
conflict which would cost them, in 
addition to at least 250,000 lives, more 
money than the entire foreign invest­ 
m ent in Mexico. 
There can be no 
sufficient reason given for permitting 
such a calamity to occur.” 
General Huerta did not criticise 
any one, but in his statem ent express­ 
ed “unfeigned regret that a country 
so enlightened, a government so great 
as the government at Washington, 
should have consciously 
or 
uncon­ 
sciously placed so many obstacles in 
the way of the interim government of 
Mexico to which alone all the nations 
of the world must look for the pro­ 
tection to lives and property of for­ 
eigners in Mexico.” 
The course which General Huerta 
will follow, according 
to 
his 
an- 
nduncement, will be one embodying 
generous treatm ent for all men in this 
1 country who seek power, so long as 
they do not attem pt to foment any 
form of strife and#so long as they are 
not allied in any way with the forces 
of disorder, which, he says, are bring­ 
ing widespread disaster to the coun­ 
try and inflicting upon its credit such 
vast injury abroad.

W ashington, Oct. 24.—The La Fol­ 
lette substitute 
for 
the “seam en’s 
servitude” bill, amended so that it 
will not affect the treaty relations of 
the United States until the president 
has been given an opportunity to re­ 
adjust them, passed the senate at the 
end of a debate that was character­ 
ized by unusual proceedings. 
In the 
end the debate became an eulogy of 
Andrew Furuseth, president of the 
Seamen’s union, who was lauded as 
the man chiefly responsible for the 
passage of the bill. 
Senator Fletcher, chairm an of the 
subcommittee which had charge of 
the preparation of the bill, declared 
the measure, as passed by the sen­ 
ate, would accomplish three impor­ 
tant shipping reforms: 
The giving of greater freedom to 
seamen, to the promotion of greater 
safety at sea for 
passengers 
and 
crews and the equalizing of the wage 
costs in operating vessels In foreign 
and domestic trade." 
The La Follette substitute differed In 
many respects from the original bill 
which passed both houses of congress 
last winter, but which did not meet 
with the approval of President Taft.

Swedish Steamer Rune on Reef Dur­ 
ing Gale.

Several of the crew clung to the 
rigging, but with one exception all 
succumbed to the cold and exposure. 


PROBE RETAIL COST FIXING 


Secretary Redfield Prom isee New Line 
of Inquiry. 
Lansing, Mich., Oct. 24.—The de­ 
partm ent of commerce will conduct an 
inquiry during the coming year into 
the fixing of retail prices by manufac­ 
turers if sufficient funds are available, 
according to Secretary Redfield in his 
address before the Lansing board <>f 
commerce, 
“The decision of the supreme court 
making it unlawful for m anufacturers 
to fix retail prices settles the present 
law, but the wisdom or unwisdom of 
the new law and the economic profit 
or loss by the practice are not yet set­ 
tled,” said the secretary. 
“There are men who are sincere foes 
of monopoly who incline to the belief 
that under economic laws, which are 
greater than statutes, the broad pro­ 
hibition of the right to fix retail prices 
by m anufacturers tends to create mo­ 
nopoly instead of being a relief from 
monopoly.”
